•  Amounts  shouid  be  reported  on  a  GST  inciusive  basis. 

•  Under  subsection  320(1 )  of  the  Eiectorai  Act  this  return  wiii  be  avaiiabie  for  pubiic  inspection  at  www.aec.qov.au 
from  Monday  4  November  201 9. 

•  Any  supporting  documentation  inciuded  with  this  return  may  be  treated  as  part  of  a  pubiic  disciosure  and 
dispiayed  on  the  AEG  website.
